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PREFACE. 



The questions In School-Books generally, are so few that 
much of the lesson is left untouched. Frequently, too, 
the questions require so little thought, that they may 
all be answered, and yet the class have little mo^3^ know- 
ledge of the lesson than would be gained by merely 
reading it over. 

It is believed that such results will not attach to the 
use of the present volume. The questions have been 
so framed as to embrace all the facts of the lesson, and 
at the same time prevent the exerciie becoming a mere 
piece of routine on the part either of teacher or of class. 

But while it is hoped that the volume will prove 
acceptable and useful to teachers generally, and espe- 
cially to pupil-teachers, it is calculated to be still more 
serviceable as a home-book, to aid the scholars them- 
selves in testing their preparation of the lesson. 

To many of the questions no direct answer is given 
at the corresponding part of the Greography ; but in all 
cases an answer may be found by reflecting on informa- 
tion given in some previous .part. Many questions, too, 
imply a reference to a map ; and this has been done to 
prevent the scholars withdrawing their attention from 
the position of places to their characteristics.

The Atlas, prepared for the Author's Geography, and 
forming one of the same series, will be found particularly 
useful and very convenient. 

The use of blank maps, such as those to be issued by 
the Publishers in their Educational Series, is also 
strongly recommended to teachers. It forms a most 
useful exercise to require the pupil to fill in the places 
on one of these blank maps as they proceed in the study 
of the geography of each country. The full value of 
this can only be known where it is steadily practised. 

As a home-exercise, the scholars should frequently be 
j-equired to bring answers in writing to some of the 
questions. Those printed in Italics, at the end of 
several of the subjects, are specially intended for such 
exercises, and will both aid and test the intelligence of 
of the class.
